8. (Amended) A t ree stand, for us e on a tree, coniprising: 
jajgc ;a£ support dispose d generally along a longitudinal axis; 

a stra pping mechanis m operat i vely attached to the seat support member for operati vely 
ail aching the seat support to a tree; 

M a sc at o p erati vcly attached to atop portion of the seat support; 

a platform opcrativcly Klpivotallvm attached to a bottom portion of the scat support, said 

pla tf orm haying a top portion for permitting a person to stand thereon; 

at least one member o pcr atiycly attached to the scat support and to the platform to hold 

lllS. Platfo rm transversely disposed with respect to the longitudinal axis of the scat support;

sup port, the first an d second upper stanchions each being independently ad j ustable with respect 
to jL0£SJ3£givgii.tSJ mc\ second sleeves to ucppnimodate varying contours of the tree: and 
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a lockin g mechanism for sclcctjydv.and opcrativcly locking the upper leveler mechanism 
in a selected o ne of the first or second positions thereof.

10. (Amended) The nee stand of claim 8 including an independent locking 
mechanism for each sleeve whereby the first stanchion can be in a different locked position with 
respect to the second stanchion. 

1 1. (Original) The tree stand of claim 8 wherein there is a second member 
o perative! y attached lo the sc at supp ort and to the platform to hold the platform transversely 
dis posed with respect to the lo ngitudinal axis of the scat support. 

12. (Amended) A tree stand, for use on a tree, comprising: 
a seat support disposed generally a1 o ng_.a .longitudinal axis; 

a stra pping me chanism opcrativcly attached to the seat support member for operativelv 

attaching the seat support to a tree: 

a seat opcrativcly attached to a top portion of the seqt s upport; 

a platform operative! y attached to a bottom portion of the seat support, said platform 

having a to p port ion for permitting a person to stand thereon, a front portion, a rear portion, a 

first si de and a second side, said rear portion having a left side and a right side; 
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a lower leveler mechanism including left and right side structural members, each bein g 

o perative! y attached to said platform for independently adjusting the position of a respective left 
a nd right rear portion of the platform between a first lower leveler mechanism position and a 
seco nd lower Icvclcr mechanism position with respect to the tree, wherein the first lower leveler 
mechanism posit ion is closer to the tree than the second lower leveler mechanism position 
|h crcqf wfrc| :eby_Lhc .. platform can be leveled with respect to the left and the right side thereof: 

a left and right si de locking mechanism of the respective lower leveler mechanism 
members for selectively and op erativcly locking the respective lower leveler members in a 
selected one of the first or second lower leveler m echani sm positions thereof; 

members operativcly attached to left and right sides respectively of an upper portion of 
the seat support unci to the platf orm for holding the top portion of the platform transversely 
disposed with respect to t he lon gitudinal axis of the scat support: 

an upjicr leveler mechanism operativcly attached to said scat support and to said tree for

mechanism includes a first and second sleeve and a respective first and second upper stanchion 
cadi mo unted for selective s l iding movement with respect to ihc respective first and second 
sleeve, each o f Ihc first and s econd sleeves being operati velv attache d to t he seat support, the 
first and secon d upper stanchions each being independent ly adjustable with respect to a 
respective first and second sleeves to accommodate varying con tours of the tree, 

15. (Original) The tre e stand o f claim 14 including an independent locking 
m echanism for each sleeve whereby the first stanchion can be in a different locked position with 
res pect to t he secon d stanc hion. 

JUL (Original) The tree stand of claim 15 wherein the independent locking 
mechanism can he used to lock the first stanchion with respect to the sleeve in more positions 
than just said first and seco nd posit ions thereof. 

17. (Original) The tree stand of claim 10 wherein the independent locking 

mechanism can he used to lock the first sta nc hion with respect to the sleeve in more positions 
than just said first and second positi ons thereof. 
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18. (New) A tree stund. for use on a tree, comprising: 

a scut support disposed generally along a longitudinal axis, said scat support having a to p

scat support between a first upper leveler mechanism position and a second upper leveler

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19 . (New) The tree stand of claim 18 wherein said upper leveler mechanism includes 
at tot one sleeve operalivelv attached to the .seal .support and at least one stanchion receivable 
within said at least one sleeve, said stanchion being mounted for selective movement within the 

20. (New) A tree gland, lor use on a tree, comprising: 
a seat support disposed generall y along a longitudinal axis; 

a strapping mechanism opcratively attached to the seat supp ort n icmber for ppcrativcly 
at taching the seat support to a tree; 

a seat opcratively attached to a top portion of the seat support; 

a platform opcratively attached to a bottom portion of the seal support, said platform 
having a top p ortion for permitting a person to stand thereon: 

at least one member opcrativ ely attached to the scat support and to the platform to hold 
the platform transversely disposed with respect to the lon gitud inal axis of the scat support; 

a leveler mechanism operaiivcly attached to said seat support and engageable with said 
tree for adj usting the position of the seat support between a first position and a second position 
with respect to the tree, said first position being closer to the tree than the second position 
thereof; 

wherein said leveler mechanism includes a first and second sleeve and a respective first 
and second stanch ion eac h .mounted for selective movement within the respective first and 
second sleeve. eac I i_o.ftl.ic first and second sleeves being operativelv attached to the seat support, 
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the first and second stanchions each being independently adjustable with respect to a respective
